Bkki in, June 13.—The first sitting of 
tho congress was held this afternoon in the 
Hadji will Palace. 
The streets leading to 
the palace were crowded with spectators, 
anxious to see the diplomats as they ar­ 
rived. Four mounted police agents kept 
the approaches to the great building clear. 
Lord BeaconsfleJd arrived last night at 
three minutes before 2 o’clock. The other 
members of the congress had previously 
arrived, all in lull court dress and uniform, 
in the following order: Count Schouvalofl, 
Princo Gortschakoff, M. Ouvril SaduHah, 
the only Turkish plenipotentiary. 
Then 
the Italian, French, and Austrian repre­ 
sentatives. The Freoch plenipotentiaries 
alone arrived in an open carriage, because 
the weather, although quite warm, was 
rainy. 
Prince Bismarck, in the uniform ot his 
rank in the German army, surrounded by 
Prince Ilchcnlohc, Herr itadowttz, Count 
Von Bulow, and Humbert Bismacck, re­ 
ceived the plenipotentiaries in the salon 
which precedes the hall ot the con­ 
gress. 
An 
usher 
announced 
the 
plenipotentiaries 
by 
their 
diplo­ 
matic titles and not by their name. En­ 
tering the congress hail at five minutes past 
2, Humbert Bismarck oneoed the folding 
doors of the halls of the coqgress. Prince 
Bismarck as President, passed in first. 
When the twenty-four plenipotentiaries 
and secretaries had entered the apartment, 
the door wis closed. 
They were then as­ 
signed seals. 
The table occupies three 
sides of a quadrangle. 
The congress at once proceeded to the 
verification of the powers of tho plenipo­ 
tentiaries of the various States represented, 
which 
established the absence of tha 
Turkish representatives, (with the excep­ 
tion of Sadullah, who announced that his 
colleagues would arrive this evening. 
The congress then passed to otber basi­ 
net. 
Prince Bismarck was then, by unani­ 
mous consent, chosen permanent Presi­ 
dent of the congress. 
It was then decided to admit to the hall 
of the congress the counselors of the Rus­ 
sian Legation in Berlin, MU. Arapoff, 
Kotzebue, aud Barteneff; the counselors 
of the Austrian Legation, M. Von Mayrand 
Baron Passett, and tho counselor of the 
British Legation, Captain Fitz George. 
The congress then adjourned to Monday 
next. 
Bo far as the first day’s work goes 
Prince Bismack’s plan has beeu earned 
outjto the letter. Ills programme for the 
session was to have the first sitting devoted 
to the formal vellication of the powers and 
the formation of tho bureaux. He desir­ 
ed to have the second sitting held on Mon* 
day, in order to give time for the plene- 
poteotiaries to exchange views, to that the 
discussion of the great question may begin 
on a clearer basis.

By the autumn of the year 1793, the set­ 
tlement known as Carpenter’s station, on 
the eastern aide of the Ohio river, in what 
is now the State of West Virginia, was in a 
flourishing condition, and numbered some 
thirty or forty families in its population. 
One of these families was named Johnson, 
and consisted of the father and mother and 
several children. 
Of these children, two 
were boys, named John and Henry John­ 
son, and aged respectively thirteen and 
eleven years. 
Toward the close of the antnmn.the boys 
were sent one evening to drive home the 
cows, which had wandered off beyond the 
settlement. The season was that delightful 
Indian summer time, when the Ohio valley 
puts on its richest hues of beauty and when 
the fascinations of its scenery is greater 
than at any other part of the year. 
The boys, young as they were, were 
keenly alive to the beauty of the scene and 
moved along briskly ; but, boylike, when 
they had reached the foot of a hill which 
bounded the region behind the fort, they 
paused under a hickory-nut tree, unable to 
resist its fascination and commenced to 
gather the nuts and crack and eat them. 
They sat down at the foot of the tree, and 
unmindful that the sunset was coming on 
and that the cows were still undiscovered, 
they gave their whole attention to the nuts. 
Bo you see, dear reader, pioneer boys were 
quite as apt to attend to pleasure before 
business as those of the present day ; and 
we are very much inclined to believe that 
these two thought more about squirrels and 
nuts than about the cows and their par­ 
ents. 
They happened to look up at last, and 
John jumped to his feet lo confusion, ex­ 
claiming: 
We shall catch it now, Hen. 
Y'onder 
comes father and Uncle Joseph, and It they 
find us here instead of looking after the 
cows, they’ll make os repent of it.” 
Henry looked in the direction indicated 
by his brother, and saw two men approach* 
ing them. The new-comers were dressed 
like the settlers at the station, and one of 
them carried a bridle in bis hand. The 
boys commenced looking about very busily 
and calling the cows us loudly as they 
could. 
In a few minutes the strangers came 
near enough for them discover their real 
character; and the little fellows, to their 
horror and dismay, found that they were 
in the presence ot two red Indians. They 
were terribly frightened, and started to run 
away, but the Indians leveled their guos at 
them and threatened to kill them if they 
did not 
return. 
Trembling In every 
limb, the boys walked back slowly to their 
captors, expecting every moment to he kill 
ed and scalped. 
One of the Indians could converse toler­ 
ably well in English ; and he told the boys 
they would not harm them if they would 
not run away. Ile said they were looking 
for horses, and that the lads must go with 
them. They started oil, and taking a cir­ 
cuitous route oyer the adjacent hills, con­ 
tinued their search after horses. Little 
Henry was very much frightened ; but his 
brother John contrived to whisper to him 
not to cry or show the Indians that be was 
alarmed, and to let him do the talking, 
John became very friendly with the In­ 
dians, aod seemed to be delighted at his 
rapture. He told them he was glad they 
had taken him prisoner, that his father 
was a hard master, and kept him always at 
work, allowing him l o time for play. He did 
not like such a life, bat wanted to be free, 
and live in the woods, and be a hunter. He 
hoped they would take them to their tribe 
and make a warrior of him. The Indians 
were surprised and delighted at this lan­ 
guage from a pale-face; and the one who 
could speak English told him they would 
make a “great braye” out of him, and that 
by the time he was grown he would have 
no white blood in him, but would be alto 
getlier an Indian. He became very inti­ 
mate with the lad during their tramp, and 
gave him a small bag to carry. This bag 
was heayy, and the boy supposed it con­ 
tained money. 
About dusk, tao indians halted eta 
spring 
in

place, 
about 
three 
miles 
from 
the 
tort. They made a fire and cooked their 
supper, which they shared with their pris­ 
oners. John Johnson made himself very 
useful in maintaining the fire and getting 
water for his captors, and received many 
grants of satisfaction and approval. One 
of them asked him if he knew where there 
were any horses running about in the 
woods; bat the boy, thinking it best to tell 
them the truth this time, assured them the 
settlers were very careful, and kept their 
horses up all the lime, and that he did not 
think they would meet with much success 
in tbetr efforts. When night came, the 
Indians covered up the fire ; and pioniog 
the boys, made them lie down together. 
They then placed their blanket straps over 
them, aod lay down, one on each side of 
them, on the ends of the straps. They lay 
awake for a long time, talking and laugh­ 
ing.

These stories he told to 
the Indian who could speak English ; and 
that one in hi9 turn related them to his 
companion in his own language.

John Johnson, however, was merely car­ 
rying out a plan which he had conceived 
immediately alter their capture.

Henry was afraid at first, for he was a 
very little fellow, and only eleven years 
old, and his idea of killing one of the great 
stalwart savages that lay sleeping at his 
feet seemed to him an utter impossibility, 
but his brother told him that he must 
make the attempt, and after some consid­ 
eration, the little fellow concluded to do 
so.

asked a man from the fort what had be­ 
come of {the boys who killed the warriors? 
Upon being told that they were residing at 
home with their parents, he expressed his 
surprise. 
“Ah,” said he, “you have not done right 
yo should make kings of those boys.” 


Counterfeit Coins. 
Au exchange says: The comparative 
low value of silver precludes any such 
depredations being committed upon it as 
upon gold, hence all silver imitations 'are 
out and out counterfeits. 
They are run 
either in plaster molds made from genu­ 
ine coins, or they are stamped with a die. 
As the last process is the same as that of 
the mints, the stamped counterfeits are the 
hardest to detect. The compression makes 
the coin more nearly standard weight, and 
the finish is more accurate. One counter­ 
feit half dollar is made of an alloy of sil­ 
ver, copper, and zinc, and Is worth about 
17 cents. It is lacking in weight by 7 to 
IO grains. There is one variety of half 
dollars that constantly deceives bank peo­ 
ple and other experts. It is of full weight 
aud is made of a compound similar to Ger­ 
man silver, and well plated with genuine 
silver, so that acid does not affect 
it. 
The 
fault 
is 
rn 
beiog 
too 
thick. Counterfeit quarter-dollars 
are 
plenty, but not so dangerous as the larger 
pieces. They are generally made of tin, 
antimony, and lead, and while they have a 
good ring, they arc both light 
and too 
thick. A new compound contains a good 
deal of glass, which gives a good ring, but 
the coin is yery deficient in weight, as is 
easily observed by handling No rules for 
detecting counterfeits can bo laid down; 
only the most ingenious mechanical and 
chemical appliances are infallible. 
The 
milling of a coin used to be considered a 
guide, but it is generally poor on counter­ 
feits, sod when it is worn the test disap­ 
pears. The fact that a coin has no ring Is 
not necessarily a proof of its falsity, be­ 
cause it sometimes happens that the metal 
is cracked, or a flaw is made in rolling; 
this, as with a bell, destroys the vibrations 
and makes the sound dull and flit.

The professor stopped his lathe to greet 
the writer and said as he tried to smooth 
down a refractory look of hair that per­ 
sisted in standing up: “This little machine 
is for children exclusively. See, it will 
recite all sorts of nursery rhymes,” and 
the inventor shoaled into it: 
Old Mother Hubbard, abe arent to the cupboard 
To gel her boot dog a bone: 
But when she got there, the cupboard was bare, 
And to the poor dog got none. 
“Now,” he continued, “all you have get 
to do is to turn this little crank and grind 
It out.” The erak was turned, and the lit­ 
tle machine faithfully related the legend of 
the aged Mrs. Hubbard. 
“I'm going to 
make them with short sermons. Sunday 
school hymns, and prayers,” said Prof. Ed­ 
ison, “so that children may be instructed 
while being amused, end I'm going to get 
them up so cheap that all can have them.” 
*‘Are there any new developments in the 
telephone ?” asked the writer.

The loudness can lie 
regulated for the ear as you regulate a tel­ 
escope for the eye. 
“Whit is the history of thl9 invention ?” 
asked the writer. 
“Well, it is a curious origin,” answered 
the professor smiling. “Strange as it may 
seem it came to life through the mistake 
of a reporter. Some wee ks ago a reporter 
come to see my phonograph and went bidi 
and got it mixed up in his paper. 
He 
stated that I had got up a machine to 
make partially deaf people hear. The item 
was extensively copied, but I thought 
nothing more of it until after a while I 
ioand myself 
receiving letters from ail 
over the country asking about it. 
I ans­ 
wered some saying it was a mistake, but 
they kept piling in upon me until I was 
getting them at the rate of twenty and 
thirty & day.
